A WRECKING TRAIN. 


HOW 
RAILROADS 
AFTER AN 


OPEN THE 
ACCIDENT. 


LIJJJE 


The Train I» Made Up of a Locomotive, 


a Derrick Car, a Uox Car with Heavy 
Appliance*, and a Tool Car—These 
Cars Contain Everything Needful. 
"Accident to train No. 16, engine 46, 


Engineer A. Jonea, Conductor L. Wafc- 
Bon." 


It ia a dispach like the above that the 


superintendent of a railroad dreads most. 
He may have provided a, most careful 
system of signals, may have perfectly 
trustworthy trainmen and competent 
switchmen; yet, despite all this, smash- 
ups will occvir, trains will collide, tracks 
will be blocked and traffic stopped some- 
times for hours over his busiest line. 


It is to prevent the stoppage of busi- 


ness that every railroad keeps on hand 
several wrecking trains which are ready 
at a-onoinent's notice to go to any part 
of the system, clear away wrecks, tem- 
porarily repair tracks and to put engines 
and cars in sufficient good order to reach 
the repair shops. 


The moment a wruck occurs the tele- 


graph operator at the nearest station 
sends a. dispatch like the one above, fol- 
lowed by numbered answers to the fol- 
lowing questions, which are copied on a 
blank at the superintendent's office: 


1. Place of accident? 
2. What caused it? 
3. \Voro-auy persons Injured? If BO, what 


persons and to what extent? 


4. Is main track obstructed? 
6. Is the track or roadbed ranch damaged? 
0. Is a side track near the obstruction which 


cnn be used to pass trains around? 


7. Will section force be sufficient to clear ob- 


struction? If not, how much greater force is 
wanted? 


. IIow long will it take to clear the track BO 


trains can pass? 


9. Js engine off the track ov damaged? What 


position Is engine in? 


10. How many cars are broken or off the 


track? 


11. How many cars are wanted, and what 


kind, to transfer freight in? 


13. How many car trucks are needed? 
13. Remarks of any nature concerning the 


accident. 


Thia ia made out in full and signed by 


;he conductor. 


HOW AN ACCIDENT IS REPORTED. 


Supposing it was a freight train that 


was wrecked. 
It is bound west, and 


on account of a broken rail the train 
was thrown from the track, and sev- 
eral box cars arid "flats" were piled up 
on both tracks. The conductor would 
ill out the blank, and when received by 
;he superintendent would read soine- 
-hing like the following: Engine 40—En- 
gineer, Jones; conductor, Watson; 1, 
near Brownville; 2, broken rail; 8, none; 
4, yes; 5, yes; 6, no; 7, wrecking train; 
8, five or six hours; 0, yes, slightly; 10, 
seven; 11, five; 13, four; 18, approach on 
southbound tr?.-ck. 


As soon as this dispatch arrives at the 


office a spare engine is attached to the 
wrecking train, a gang of men are has- 
tily put aboard, the conductor gives the 
signal and the train speeds away to the 
scene of the disaster. 


The train is made up of three cars, the 


tirst a flat car with a small and powerful 
derrick and a few spare car trucks. 
Next behind comes a box car well loaded 
with blocking, which is of value as tem- 
porary foundation for cars whose trucks 
have been smashed or torn from under 
them. In the same car is an ample sup- 
ply of large and small hawsers, chains 
and canvas covers to protect perishable 
freight from rain and snow. 


The tool car is last, and this indeed 


is a most interesting one. Some are 
divided into two or three rooms by par- 
titions running from side to side at dif- 
ferent points in the interior. In the cen- 
ter compartment of a three room tool 
car, where the wreckers remain when in 
transit, is a cooking stove and all uten- 
sils connected with a range, and hard 
by is a small pantry in which is stored a 
big supply of canned meats, coffee and 
utensils to prepare a hearty meal. Ad- 
joining is the foreman's room with desk 
and all material for writing and the 
keeping of reports, telegraph machines, 
batteries and electrical supplies. 


The lacter supply comes in handy at 


the wreck. Wires are carried up from 
the car top to one of the railroad wires, 
connected, and tho force is in communi- 
cation with the whole railroad system. 


A COMPLETE EQUIPMENT. 


Everything which experience has sug- 


gested as likely to bo brought into use in 
removing derailed cars and freight is to 
bo found in those rooms. 
Along the 


sides are a score or more "jacks," some 
of them so powerful that a single man 
can lift to a height of several inches 
anything weighing from 1,000 pounds to 
twenty tons; there are also wrenches, 
rope, lanterns, axes, saws, hammers, 
light and 
heavy; crowbars, torches, 


drills, hatchets and numerous other ap- 
pliances. Borne now appliance is being 
added every time tho train goes out, and 
.ill new things introduced in the work 
arc added as soon as they are out. 


It is very seldom that any tool is called 


for during the work upon a smashup 
that is not to be found in the resources 
of the car, all of which are accounted 
for by a man who keeps a record of 
every piece taken out and returned. 


Upon the arrival of tho train at the 


>vreck the men arc put to work in charge 
of an experienced mechanic and fore- 
man. 
With startling rapidity the wreck 


is straightened out. The locomotive at- 
tached to the train is available to fur- 
nish power in ease any haujing is to be 
done, and if the engine of the wrecked 
train is unharmed and on tho "steel," it, 
too, can be brought into similar use, 


In the handling of costly passenger 


coaches careful work is required; while 
in the case of overturned locomotives, 
which weigh from thirty-five to eighty 
tons, the work of righting and replacing 
them on the tracks is no small job. 


Oftentimes a few hundred dollars will 


cover all damages for what Jooka to a 
novice like a wreck Involving a Joea «f 
thousands of dollars, In most cases 
wrecked coaches and freight cars can be 
repaired at a comparatively small ez- 
pense. Locomotives can also be smashed 
on tho exterior to quite an extent with- 
out costly or irreparable damage.—New 
Xbrk World.

MODitilN SIDESADDLE.

circtuijstance, women's ri lin^ WM revo- 
lutionized. 
An Englishman made a 


wager to rids a steeplechase on a side 
saddle. 
A preliminary trial showed 


him, I imagine, the rashness of the 
attempt. So to minimize tho danger 
by enabling him to sit safely, Mr. Fitz- 
hardinga Oldacre, 1 think, invented 
the third pommel. Looking back one 
wonders how it was that women had not 
long before invented it for themselves 
Tinder stress of urgent need. But one 
generation followed another and no one 
seems to have thought of it. Onco in- 
vented, however, it was immediately 
adopted, and a three pommeled side 
saddle came into general use. Thia in- 
vention at once reinstated women's rid- 
ing as a fine art by producing a new de- 
parture undflr improved conditions. For 
the grip obtainable by its means gives 
the greatest possible security in ex- 
change for the least possible expenditure 
of force. 


Saddles of this kind were cumbrous 


and very heavy, but during the follow- 
ing fifty years the weight of construc- 
tion was gradually reduced, and little 
by little every unnecessary item was 
cut away, till in course of time the three 
pommeled saddle evolved into the long, 
light hunting saddle actually in use at 
present. 
It differs in several ways from 


its prototype. In this modern saddle 
the long narrow cantle is built over a 
sort of tunnel, which takes in the horse's 
withers and allows the seat of the saddle 
to lie flat; while the old fashioned Beat 
sloped up and tilted the rider's knee ' 
with much the jame effect as riding np 
hill. 


All traces of the outer pommel have 


disappeared, leaving a free space where 
no resistance is necessary. Finally, the 
left hand pommel is placed high up the 
thigh, where the grip is strongest, the 
pressure having formerly been placed 
just above the knee, so

leverage led to an exaggeration of 
movement, which prevented all rhythm, 
for obviously tho closer the rider can 
sit the more possibility there will be of 
being "one" with the horse, of riding so 
as to blend with his action, of, so to 
speak, following the pattern of his 
movement, 


In the modern saddle all modifications 


tend to diminish effort and by greater 
security to enable the rider to sit very 
still. Strength of seat seems to me to 
be the result, roughly speaking, of three 
grips, caused by the opposing pressure 
of the two legs against the pommels. 
Of these grips, the first results from the 
downward pressure of the whole length 
of the right thigh and the upward press- 
ure of the left. The second is the grip, 
just above the knee, of tho right thigh 
against the pommel, involving the press- 
ure of tho leg just above tho ankle on 
the saddle flap below. This grip ia 
counterbalanced by the left leg's inward 
pressure at the Imee. And, third. Ihe 
hook back of the right leg over tho pom- 
mel as opposed to tho pressure of the 
stirrup foot, 


Moreover, by sitting far back the 


leverage of these three grips w in- 
creased, and tho consequent distribution 
of the weight makes the balance right. 
The legs must bo immovable on the 
saddle, but above the waist tho body 
sways and gives to the horse's action, 
and from constant habit a good rider 
adjusts the balance almost by instinct, 
and carries on tho horse's movements in 
a multiplicity of tiny curves which pasa 
imperceptibly from one step to another 
without any jerk or abruptness of move- 
ment.—English Illustrated Magazine.

Lighthouse Livtnps anil Lenses. 


In lighthouses there are six orders of 


lights, graded according to their inten- 
sity. The lamp of the lowest or sixth 
order, which consumes only half a gill 
of coal oil an hour, gives about as much 
light as an ordinary parlor rcaclin, 
lamp (say 12 candlo power), while the 
largest or first order lamp, which burns 
sixteen gills an hovir, gives 450 candle 
power of light. But while tho naked 
flame of the lamp gives this much light, 
the French Fresnel lens in which the 
lamp is set condenses and concentrates 
this light, so that it is multiplied in 
power many times. Thus tho little 12 
candle power flame of the sixth order 
lamp has in a lens a power of 75 candles; 
and the great 451) cnndlo power light of 
tho first order lamp, when placed in its 
enormous' lens, gives a power of some 
12,000 caudles. Such a loua is 12 feet 
high and has ft diameter of 6 feet.— 
Harper's Young People.

FUNDS IN TDK TREASURY. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


News of Importance From 


Sscretary Foster, who has just returned 


from Europe, denies the trnth of a dis- 
patch sont from Washington to the effect 
tU^t payments were withheld owing to the 
exhaustion of the surplus in the Treasury 
The Secretary siys that "while it is not 
the policy of the present Administration to 
hare looked up in the Treasury such a 
Urge amount of money which should be 
circuiting among the people, there are 
ample funds to meet all obligations and 
the Treasury is in a healthy condition." 


One would think from the tenor of Sec- 


r tary Foster's remarks that the Adminis- 
tration was entitled to credit for scattering 
the Treasury surplus. 
The fact is that 


every1 dollar received in the Treasury is 
drown directly or indirectly from the peo 
pie. Every cent more than is necessary 
for the expenditures of the Government 
economically 
administered 
means that 


taxes are so much higher than they ought 
to be. Tbe silver miners ol the country 
have been defrauded of about seventy 
millions of dollars by the demonetization 
of silver. This money has gone into the 
United States Treasury and helped pay the 
salaries of Harrison, Keel, Harter, add 
the other Executive' and Legislative oppon- 
ents of free coinage. These men sanction 
the robbery of the miners and predict 
financial disaster and ruin, as Sherman did 


' in 1878, if a law is pnssod to suppress the 


tobbory. 
Wore it not for these seventy 


millions, of which the bullion producers 
have been dishoteitly 
deprived, there 


would to-day be a deficiency in the Treas- 
ury, and the Government woutd have to 
borrow money on bonds to meet the obli- 
gations incurred by Mr. Reed's Congress, 
yet the Administration endeavors to create 
the impression, that the miners, not the 
Government, were benefllted by the coin- 
age of standard dollars.

the latter is evidenced by the fact tha 
in the majority of instances tho char 
actors inscribed on tire most iinoien 
manuscript rolls now preserved in tin 
Britism museum and els^wheie ,ire vor 
legible, tho ink boiu^ bright and blacl 
and showing bnt little evidence of it 
great age. It is supposed that the su 
porior quality of lampblack, prepared ir 
a manner now unknown, was tho tru 
c,m-.e of this beautiful and lasting colo 
of tho ink in question.—Detroit Fre>
